1951- 1952. Clerk to federal appeals court judge. I 
researched and assisted in opinion writing. 

1952- 1953. Associate in Washington, D.C., law firm. 

Worked on corporate regulatory matters; also worked on 
the defense of a major criminal case involving important 
civil liberties issues. United States v. Owen Lattimore , 
drafting memoranda and pleadings. 

1953- 63. Raised family, worked on legal projects 
out of my home including research and editorial 
assistance for treatise on Robinson-Patman Act (1959- 
1961) and research on Federal Rules of Criminal Dis¬ 
covery (1961-1962). 

1963-1968. During this period, I was working on a 
broad variety of research, study, and writing projects 
accommodating my schedule to that of my young children. 
These dealt in the main with the workings of the 
criminal justice system, and included coauthorship of a 
major study. Bail in the United States , and several 
articles on bail reform, participation in the drafting 
of the Bail Reform Act of 1966, membership on the D. C. 
Crime Commission, follow-up implementation of the 
Commissions recommendations for the Department of 
Justice, authorship of portions of reports of the 
National Crime Commission, the Committee on Civil 
Disorders, and the Violence Commission.

1968-1970. During this time I was a staff attorney in 
the Law Reform Unit of the D.C. Neighborhood Legal 
Services, 416 5th Street, N.W. This involved repre¬ 
sentation of indigent clients in a variety of legal 
areas: divorce and child support, landlord-tenant, 

welfare and social security, Medicaid benefits, mental 
health commitments, juvenile offenses, : school.-sus- 
pensions. I specialized in briefing and arguing 
appeals in the District of Columbia and United States 
Courts of Appeals. I processed administrative claims 
before local agencies such as the D.C. Human Resources 
Department (welfare and Medicaid claims) and the D.C. 
Public Schools (suspension cases). I acted as,co-defense 
counsel in the jury trial of a juvenile accused of 
forcible rape before the Juvenile Court (the 16-year- 
old defendant was acquitted). While at NLSP, I also 
conducted studies of the D.C. Domestic Relations Branch 
and its effects on poor clients, availability of wit¬ 
ness fees to indigents, problems in the operation of. 
Medicaid in the District (culminating in the inclusion 
of emergency room hospital costs, theretofore excluded), 
the D.C. Administrative Procedure Act, and protective 
services for the elderly- I argued and/or briefed four 
successful test cases in the U.S. Court of Appeals. ■ .

1970. In June 1970, I assumed the co-directorship of 
t-.he Ford Foundati on Drug Abuse Research Project (with 

I ) . The six-month project surveyed 
the state of the art in drug abuse, research, treatment 
modalities, and drug education. It involved reading 
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vast amounts of literature, interviewing.knowledgeable 
persons, reviewing other projects,.and synthesizing a 
report and recommendations to the Ford Board of Trustees 
on future actions by the Foundation in the f ield. Our 
report, which was written collaboratively by | | 

and me, was subsequently published in book form under 
the title Dealing in , Drug Abuse . The published■report " 
also included papers we commissioned for the project 
and a chapter on drug education which I .principally 
authored. The report culminated in the establishment 
of the Drug Abuse Council, funded by'Ford, and two other 
foundations. This association with, the Ford Foundation 
led to my election in 1971 to the Board of Trustees,.on. 
which I served until my entry into government service 
in 1977. (From 1975-1977, I was a member' of the Board’s 
Executive Committee.) I continued to have an active 
involvement with the legal aspects of drug abuse during 
the next several years. .1 served for three years 
(1970-1973) as the Vice Chairman of the. ABA Committee 
on Alcohol and Drug Abuse (Criminal Law Section), and 
as a consultant to the National Commission on Marijuana 
and Drug Abuse (1973). ■ I also published four articles 
on legal facets of drug and alcohol abuse: "The Organ¬ 
ized Bar and Drug Abuse," Brief/Case (San Francisco Bar 
Assoc.) January 1973; Panel Discussion: "Students and 
Drugs," Contemporary Drug Problems , Fall 1972; "The 
Right to Refuse Treatment," Addictions , Spring 1974; 
"Alcohol, Drugs and Criminal Responsibility," 63 George¬ 
town L.vT. b9 (1974). During 1970-1973, I was also 
appointed by the United States Court of Appeals to 
represent indigent appellants in two drug possession 
cases. One involved a test case on the defense- of 
involuntary addiction to the crime of heroin possession 
and was argued to the court en banc. The other involved 
the constitutionality of excluding eligibility for NARA 
because of a felony record. This appeal was mooted 
after the brief had been filed when the defendant 
rejected NARA treatment. 

1971-1973. In 1971 I joined the Center for Law and 
Social Policy, a newly-formed public interest firm, 
supported by private foundation grants. I was co¬ 
counsel in a lawsuit to require the D.C. school system 
to provide education for handicapped students ( Mills v. 
Board of Education ). The suit was a joint effort with, 
lawyers - from the National Law Center of the National 
Legal Aid and Defender Association. The case was the 
first in the country to result in a judicial mandate to 
educate all children, regardless of handicap, and to 
provide due process hearings before children could be ' 
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placed in special education classes or suspended -for 
disciplinary reasons. It involved complex discovery,. 
extensive pretrial hearings and negotiations, preparation 
of affidavits by expert witnesses, etc. Summary judgment 
was granted for plaintiffs and not appealed. Subse¬ 
quent to the judgment, I continued to work on - the case 
for five years, preparing plans for implementation, 
several motions to the court for compliance and for 
contempt, a petition for appointment of a special 
master, etc. I also, worked with the D.C. school system 
to advise on hearing procedures, to orient new hearing 
examiners, and to settle allegations of noncompliance 
with regard to individual students. I also testified' 
on the subject before the House Select Subcommittee on 
Education and Labor in hearings which culminated in the 
Education for All Handicapped Children Act of 1974. 


During my year at the Center, I also worked on venue 
and standing motions in the Alaskan Pipeline environ¬ 
mental lawsuit, on a suit to invalidate accelerated tax 
depreciation regulations of the IRS,, and on a suit to 
require certain safety labeling on poultry by the 
Secretary of Agriculture. In these cases, the plaintiffs 
were organizations such as the -Environmental Defense 
Fund, the American.Public Health Association, and 
Common Cause. I terminated my affiliation with the 
Center at the end of the year when^I was elected a mem¬ 
ber of the Board of Trustees of The Ford Foundation, 
from which the Center received grant funds. Thereafter, 
for six months, I continued as a single public interest 
practitioner working without compensation on many of 
the same cases. 

In June 1972, I joined the Council for the Mentally 
Impaired, a newly-formed public interest law firm, 
where I worked on the Mills case and other mental 
health cases until September when I took leave of 
absence to serve as Director of Policy and Issues in 
Sargent Shriver's Vice Presidential campaign. v In 
January 1973, I returned to the council which had been 
renamed the Mental Health Law Project. 

1973-1977. I litigated cases involving the 
legal rights of juveniles and of persons afflicted 
with mental illness and mental retardation. In some 
cases I represented individual patients, in other 
mental health organizations,' e.g. , National Mental 
Health Association, National Association of 
Retarded Citizens, American Psychological Association, 
American Orthopsychiatric Association, Child Welfare 
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League. These were generally class actions involving 
lengthy discovery proceedings, class action motions, 
settlement negotiations, partial or total summary 
judgment motions, and, in some cases, protracted trials. * 

I briefed and argued a number of appeals. I also wrote, * 
in whole or in part, numerous amicus briefs in appellate • 
courts and in the Supreme Court on behalf of interested 
organizations represented by the Project. In 1975 I 
became the Director of Litigation for the project with 
responsibility for supervising litigation by the other 
four staff attorneys. My work also included petitioning 
administrative agencies such as the Food and Drug 
Administration on the labeling of behavioral modification 
drugs used on institutional inmates, filing comments 
on administrative regulations affecting our client 
groups and appearing before Congressional committees. 

During this period, I published several articles on 
legal problems of the mentally ill, the retarded and 
juveniles. The Project developed a two-volume treatise, 
for PLI to which I contributed chapters on Rights to 
Education, Civil Rights of the Mentally Retarded, and an 
article on trial tactics in juvenile "right to treatment" 
cases which was also printed in the ABA Criminal Law 
Review. I also contributed a chapter to a book on the 
Mentally Retarded Citizen and the Law, published by the 
Presidents Committee on Mental Retardation, and one on 
problems of the retarded offender in the criminal 
justice system for the South Carolina Association of 
Retarded Citizens. An article on "Making Sense Out of 
the Rights of Youth" appeared in Human Rights and Child 
Welfare (it is also included in Areen, Cases and 
Materials on Family Law ); and one for school psycholo¬ 
gists which appeared in their professional magazine 
School Psychologists 1 Digest .

class action brougnt: against five Texas reformatories 
alleging widespread physical and psychological cruelty 
toward the juveniles confined therein. It sought 
adequate counselling, education, psychological services; 
it challenged classification testing and assignment 
practices, isolation and corporal punishments, restric¬ 
tions on visiting and mail and, most important, it 
sought to require the creation of alternative community- 
based facilities for those juveniles who did not need 
secure confinement hundreds of miles away from their 
homes.. There were also disturbing elements of racial 
segregation, extreme physical cruelty and forced labor 
in the case. After more than a year of discovery, a 
six-week trial ensued. I and one other lawyer from the 
Mental Health Law Project acted as "litigating amici" 
along with the Department of Justice, presenting several 
expert witnesses and cross-examining all seventy wit¬ 
nesses. At the end of the trial. Judge William Wayne 
Justice of the E.D. of Texas, granted extensive interim 
relief and issued a 70-page final order requiring the 
parties and amici to negotiate a plan for comprehensive 
relief on all counts. By the time the order was issued 
in 1974, one trial co-counsel had left the Project and 
I conducted the negotiations, briefed and argued the 
appeal for amici. The Fifth Circuit (Ainsworth, Roney 
and Morgan J.J.) ruled that the case required a three- 
judge court, a motion that the trial court had denied 
before trial. This issue was taken to the Supreme 
Court where I wrote the brief for Amici; the Court 
reversed the Fifth Circuit and sent the case back to 
the court below for resolution. Although the litigation 
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is not yet terminated, two of the five institutions 
(the ones with the worst record for illegal practices) 
have been closed down; at the end of the trial, the 
leadership and hierarchy of the Texas Youth Council 
were completely overturned as a result of facts exposed 
at trial and there is reason to believe the lot of the 
young charges has improved substantially. The trial 
court*s opinion constituted the first extensive appli¬ 
cation of the "right to treatment" doctrine to juvenile 
offenders and is widely cited in casebooks and in the 
ABA-IJA Juvenile Justice Standards. .

A few months.later, 
another client in the same predicament came to the 
Public Defender for help and we joined forces.

The major part of my legal career has been devoted to 
assuring that the poor, the physically and mentally 
handicapped, the underprivileged, the aged, and juve¬ 
niles receive their legal rights. These activities are 
more fully detailed in other responses to this ques¬ 
tionnaire. I currently co-chair the Equal Rights 
Committee in the Department of Justice which reviews 
all lawyer hiring and promotions (from GS-13) to insure 
that an adequate opportunity is given to all qualified 
applicants regardless of race, sex, or ethnic origin. 

During the recent Congress I testified as the Admini¬ 
stration witness and worked actively and extensively in 
support of passage of both the-D.C. representation 
amendment and the extension of the Equal Rights Amendment. 
I also worked for amendments, in federal rape laws to 
protect victims from assaults by spouses and to curtail 
potential harrassment of prosecuting witnesses, and on 
legislation to insure coverage of pregnancy-related

X believe that my experience in courtroom advocacy 
combined with wide and continuous participation in out- 
of-courtroom activities aimed at improving the way our 
justice system operates qualify me for service as an 
appellate judge. My work with the poor-and disadvantaged, 
with juveniles, and with a broad spectrum of community 
groups has given me an empirical vantage point from 
which to view how different facets of our justice 
system work - or do not work - in practice rather than 
in theory. The opportunity to serve in the government 
the past two years and to participate first-hand in the 
formulation and passage of important legislation cover¬ 
ing a broad range of subject matter - antitrust, civil 
rights, law enforcement, court operations, Indian land 
claims - has provided an extraordinary background for 
statutory interpretation in a jurisdiction as nationally- 
oriented as the District of Columbia.’ As an area 
resident for over twenty-five years and as an observer, 
and often participant, in the evolution of the Court's, 
jurisdiction, I feel I have a special feeling for its 
delicate relationships with the local courts and law . 
enforcement system. 

I enjoy writing and have done a great deal of it? I 
like doing my own work - in fact, for the most part, 
have always done my own original research and drafting. 

I find it ever-absorbing to analyze legal issues, 
explore options and synthesize resolutions. I am used 
to working very hard which, I suppose, is a legacy of 
the economic imperative to work at outside jobs through¬ 
out college and law school to augment the scholarship 
funds I received. Over the years, the need to balance 
my life rationally between the demands of the profes¬ 
sion and of five young children conditioned me to a 
flexible working regime that somehow, despite stresses 
and diversions, kept me going until the job was done. 

My representation of people to whom life has not been 
kind has sensitized me to the fact that our courts 
exist and claim the respect of our citizens to the 
extent that they do not lose touch with the problems 
and concerns of all the citizens who appear before 
them. 



Since my practice has always been strongly in the 
public sector, I would like briefly to add my per¬ 
spective on the private practice of law. Periodically,

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I have touched down in the "bread and butter" subjects 
of the law, worked on securities regulation and the 
price discrimination laws, served on a blue ribbon 
commission dealing with communications policy, partici- 
pated in tax and FDA and agricultural .labeling cases. 

I am interested and challenged by these vital areas of 
the law; at present, I am working with the Administra¬ 
tion on its legislative proposals for regulatory reform 
and antitrust revision. My continuing contacts with . 
private practitioners, my view (and occasional assist¬ 
ance) from the sidelines as my husband built a large 
and widely respected law firm, my participation on bar 
boards and bar committees, my service as co-counsel in 
pro bono activities with a number of fine private 
practitioners have, I am confident, kept me reasonably 
current with the. concerns and problems and capabilities 
of the private bar; my service in government has, if. 
anything, enhanced my appreciation o.f the bar ’ s. con¬ 
tributions .
